Elinor Johnstone Ferdon is Chair of the United Way of America Board of Governors. 
Located in Alexandria, Virginia, the national organization provides support to almost 1,400 
local United Ways across the country, and represents the largest charitable network in the 
nation. 

She has been a member of the Board of Governors since 1996 and has served on the 
Executive Committee and a number of key committees. In New Jersey she currently serves 
on the Bergen County United Way's board of trustees of The Community Foundation for 
Bergen County—a public charity, is past chair of the board of trustees and was a founder of 
their Alexis de Tocqueville Society. 

Ms. Ferdon is the immediate past National President of Girl Scouts of the U.S.A.. She 
has served as national and international leader of the Girl Scout Movement. She is cur- 
rently a member of the board of trustees for the Foundation for Girl Guides and Girl Scouts 
International Centre, Our Chalet, Adelboden, Switzerland, WAGGGS (World Association of 
Girl Guides and Girl Scouts) Fund Development Ad Hoc Task Group and the Olave Baden- 
Powell Society of the World Directors to the World Foundation for Girl Guides and Girl 
Scouts, Inc., which seeks to foster world friendship by supporting Girl Guide and Girl Scout 
projects around the globe. She has represented Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. at World Confer- 
ences in Kenya, Denmark, and in Nova Scotia, Canada, where she was the chair of the 
19th World Conference. 

She is a member of the board of directors, Secretary of the Board, chair of the Educa- 
tion Committee, and a member of the Executive Committee and chair of the Audit Commit- 
tee of Summit Bancorp and Summit Bank. 

Mrs. Ferdon is a member of the Fleet—NJ Advisory Board. She served as a member 
of the board of directors, the Executive Committee and chair of the Audit Committee of 
Summit Bancorp and Summit Bank. 

In addition she served almost fifteen years as a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the National Urban League, New York, New York, and continues as a member of their 21st 
Century Commission for Affiliates.

She is also a recipient of the “Thanks Badge” and “Thanks Badge Two,” Girl Scout- 
ing's highest recognitions for adults, the Woman of Distinction Award from the Girl Scout 
Council of Bergen County, the Alexis de Tocqueville Society Award from United Way of 
America, the Community Leadership Award from Family Service of America, the New Jer- 
sey Woman of Achievement Award from Douglass College, and the New Jersey State Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, and the Volunteer Leadership Award from Leadership New Jer- 
sey.

Economic Development 

Since 1996 Philip K. Beachem has served as President of the New Jersey Alliance 
for Action, Inc. Mr. Beachem currently serves by appointment of the Governor as a member of 
the New Jersey Transportation Trust Fund Authority. Mr. Beachem also serves as a Director 
of The Road Information Program (TRIP) in Washington, DC. He also served, by appointment 
of President Bush, as a member of the EPA’s Environmental Finance Advisory Board. 

Mr. Beachem, through his position as President of the Alliance for Action and at the 
request of the Governor and other top legislative leaders, has administered a number of state- 
wide public ballot referendums including the ISTEA Works for New Jersey campaign; the 
Clean Water Coalition; Coalition to Keep New Jersey Working. All of these referendums gar- 
nered strong voter approval. 

Mr. Beachem was the recipient of the Citizen of the Year Award presented by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers - New Jersey Section and was given a special award for 
his efforts in promoting economic growth in the State. He was honored with the “New Jersey 
Chapter Recognition Award” from the New Jersey Chapter of the American Public Works As- 
sociation, the Silver Gull Award from the Monmouth-Ocean Development Council, and the 
Service to the People award from the American Society of Civil Engineers. 

Mr. Beachem is a graduate of the University of Connecticut and holds an MBA De- 
gree in Finance from Rutgers University. He is a charter member of the Leadership New Jer- 
sey Program.

Joyce Harley is an attorney specializing in community development and public 
policy issues and has a long and distinguished career in community development and public 
service. She oversaw First Union and Fleet Bank's community development departments and 
was the first African American elected to the South Orange City Council where she served as 
the town's Mayor. She is an honors graduate of Douglass College and Rutgers Law School. 

Joyce is the first Executive Director of the Coalition for Our Children's Schools 
an organization of 97 civic groups, educators, child advocates, individuals, elected officiats, 
business owners and business leaders who came together to insure that the New Jersey Su- 
preme Court's mandate that all of New Jersey's children receive a thorough and efficient edu- 
cation is met irrespective of the financial condition of the community in which the child lives. 

Joyce was successful in getting the Educational Facilities Construction and Fi- 
nance Act adopted by the New Jersey State Legislature and in raising public awareness about 
the need to leverage the 8+ Billion Dollars that will be spent on school construction in 30 of 
New Jersey's most economically challenged areas to promote economic development and 
neighborhood revitalization. She has held forums and briefings throughout the State to keep 
the school construction issues of 30 Abbott Districts on the front burner as we enter a new 
gubernatorial administration. 

Joyce defines leadership as "believing with every fiber of your being that you have 
the ‘right stuff' to make a difference, and convincing everyone around you to join you in doing 
just that’.

Environment 

John Weingart is Associate Director of the Eagleton Institute of Politics at Rut- 
gers University. Previously, he served in New Jersey state government for 23 years during 
the administrations of two Democratic and two Republican govemors. 

In the Department of Environmental Protection, Weingart's posts included assis- 
tant commissioner for environmental regulation and director of the Division of Coastal Re- 
sources. In 1994 he was appointed executive director of the state's Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste Disposal Facility Siting Board. His book based on this experience, Waste Is A Terri- 
ble Thing To Mind: Risk, Radiation, and Distrust of Government, was published this year by 
the Center for Analysis.of Public Issues. His-previous book, Reform of Undergraduate Edu- 
cation (Jossey Bass, co-authored with Arthur E. Levine), won the “Book of the Year Award” 
from the American Council on Education. 

Weingart is also the host of New Jersey's folk music and bluegrass radio show, 
Music You Can't Hear On The Radio, heard live on Sunday evenings on WPRB-FM in New 
Jersey and Philadelphia and worldwide at WPRB.com. 

He has a B.A. in sociology from Brandeis University and a Masters in Public 
Affairs from Princeton University’s Woodrow Wilson School. He lives in Stockton, New Jer- 
sey with his wife, Deborah Spitalnik, and their daughter Molly. 


Upendra Chivukula, 1998 


Government 

Upendra Chivukula is the first Asian Indian American elected to NJ State Assem- 
bly and he is the fourth Indian American elected to the state office. Upendra Chivukula is a 
longtime resident of Franklin Township. He is married to Dayci Chivukula for 25 years. To- 
gether they have raised two lovely children, a son, Suraj and daughter, Damianty. 

His public service commitment includes a current term as Franklin Township 5th 
Ward Councilman and the immediate past Franklin Township Mayor. He is a member of 
various Franklin Township boards and Franklin Township Community Foundation, a board 
member of the Somerset County Affordable Housing Board of Trustees and has served on 
the Somerset County Cultural and Historic and Middlesex County Cultural and Historic 
Commissions. Governor Florio appointed him to be a Public Member, New Jersey State 
Board of Social Work Examiners, a regulatory body. He was also a member of the delega- 
tion to Democratic National Convention in 1996 and 2000. 

His civic activities include Leadership New Jersey Fellow (1998), Past President 
of Franklin Township Lions Club and Zone 2 Chairman in District 16-D. He is National Com- 
mittee Member of the Association of Indians in America, Past Secretary of NJ Chapter of 
Indian American Forum for Political Education, and Past President of Asian American Politi- 
cal Coalition. 

Professionally, he is Director - Marketing at Sira Tech International, Inc., Somer- 
set, NJ. Upendra has drawn extensive technical and business experience from AT&T Bell 
Laboratories. Upendra has a Master's degree in Electrical Engineering from City College of 
the City University of New York. 


Julane W. Miller-Armbrister, 1994 
Health 


Ms. Julane W. Miller-Armbrister has served as President/Chief Executive Officer of 
the Plainfield Health Center for the past sixteen years. She has full responsibility for the integ- 
tity of the organization with oversight of the financial and operational systems. Ms. Miller- 
Armbrister is a leader in the health care community and an advocate for community based 
health care programs. Ms. Miller-Armbrister served as the chairperson of the New Jersey 
Stale Department of Health and Senior Services-Office of Minority and Multicultural Health 
Advisory Commission (five years) and as chairperson of the New Jersey Primary Care Asso- 
ciation (four years). She has also served as an adjunct professor at both the Rutgers Gradu- 
ate School of Social Work and for the Graduate Department of Public Administration, Kean 
University. 

During Ms. Miller-Armbrister's tenure at the Plainfield Health Center, she has pro- 
vided vision and leadership in shaping and expanding the organization's programs into a Cen- 
ter that provides comprehensive primary medical and dental services to over 16,000 individu- 
als with an annual budget of $9 million. One of the many highlights of her career is the con- 
struction of a new 34,000 sq. ft. “state of the art” health care facility and the completion of a 
capital campaign that raised $4 million for the new facility which greatly enhanced access to 
health care for the area's under-served populations.

Daniel L. Lombardo is the President/CEO of Volunteers of America Delaware Val- 
ley, Inc. (VOADV). VOADV is one of 40 agencies of Volunteers of America; a national faith 
based not-for-profit human services and development organization. VOADV provides services 
to offenders in transition, people who are homeless, people with chronic mental illness, and 
other special populations in southeastern Pennsylvania, central and southern New Jersey and 
the state of Delaware. In 2000 alone, VOADV touched, and very often changed, the lives of 
more than 16,000 people. The organization has also grown from a Chapter 11 corporation to 
a $20 million operation. 

Dan has served as the Regional Vice President of the International Community 
Corrections Association (ICCA); was Co-Chair and Host Agency for the first ICCA “What 
Works in Community Corrections”; received a Gubernatorial appointment to the New Jersey 
Sentencing Policy Commission; was appointed by the Mayor of Phil jadelphia to the Mayor's 
Task Force on Management and Productivity to review the City's Office of Human Develop- 
ment, and was picked by the Governor of New Jersey to serve as a member of the New Jer- 
sey Family Development Advisory Board and the New Jersey Parole Advisory Board. He was 
elected and serves as the Chairman of the Parole Advisory Board. He is a member of the 
board of directors of the International Corrections & Prisons Association. Dan volunteers his 
time to serve as a board member on several community-based organizations, Dan has au- 
thored numerous articles and has been the recipient of numerous awards for his work in Hu-

Leah McGarry Morris, an Assistant Public Defender with the NJ Office of the 
Public Defender with more than 24 years experience as a criminal defense attorney, chairs 
the attorney training program in the Office of the Public Defender. Ms. Morris is a member 
of the board of trustees of the Association of Criminal Defense Lawyers of New Jersey, the 
State Bar Association's Judicial and Prosecutorial Appointments Committee of the NJ Su- 
preme Couri Committee on Minority Concerns, and chair of that Committee's Subcommittee 
on Minority Concerns and the Criminal Defendant. 

Ms. Morris was the principal author of LNJ's “Drug Courts in New Jersey: Past, 
Present and Future” She has lectured extensively and served as a panelist for Drug Courts 
programs in New Jersey, and was a founding member of the NJ Network of Drug Court 
Professionals. Ms. Mortis helped expand Camden County's Adult Drug Court and establish 
the Camden County Juvenile Drug Court. 

A 1996 recipient of the “Women Who"Have Made a Difference” Award, jointly 
bestowed by the Camden County Board of Freeholders and the Camden County Commis- 
sion on Women, Ms. Morris has served on the Camden County Youth Services Commis- 
sion, the Camden County Human Relations Commission, the board of trustees of the Cam- 
den County Bar Association and the board of trustees of Camden Regional Legal Services. 
Currently, she chairs the Haddonfield Neighborhood Disputes Mediation Commission and 
serves as Vice- Chair of the Haddonfield Human Relations Commission.

With her leadership, NUN has had unprecedented regional and national recogni- 
tion for expansion of its broadcast and new media services, setting new records for awards 
for its original programming, for impressive audience growth, for financial support, and for 
innovative educational services. NJN is among the first ten PBS stations to launch a digital 
broadcast and to test broadcast data. 

Ms. Christopherson has received numerous awards and recognition for her pro- 
fessional accomplishments at NJN, for her contributions to the quality of life in New Jersey 
as a strong advocate for arts, education, and underserved youth; for her service on corpo- 
rate and community boards as a business leader, and her efforts to cultivate and strengthen 
women's roles and responsibilities and status in the workplace. 

For example, the Statewide Hispanic Chamber of Commerce recognized her 
with its annual President's Award and the National Conference for Community and Justice/ 
New Jersey Chapter gave her the 2001 Humanitarian Award. Ms. Christopherson has been 
honored with two honorary degrees and has been commencement speaker for Rulgers 
University three times. Ms Christopherson also serves on several community boards, in- 
cluding the Newark Boys and Girls Clubs, where she serves as Chair of the Committee 
selecting the Boys and Girls Club Youth of the Year.

She graduated from Michigan State University College of Human Medi- 
cine and completed her family practice training in the Residency Program in Social Medi- 
cine at Montefiore Medical Center in the Bronx. Dr. Rodgers is board certified in family 
practice and is a fellow of the American Academy of Family Physicians.
